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‘Silicon Valley’ initiative a huge jobs boost for Essex 


THOUSANDS of new jobs could 
be created in Essex after plans for 
three medical technology centres 
were revealed, including one in 
Southend. 

Essex County Council has 
pledged £2.5 million towards 
Anglia Ruskin University’s £5 
million new MedTech Innovation 
Centre at Harlow. 

Two more centres are planned at 
Southend and Chelmsford. 

A spokesman for Essex County 
Council said: “Investment in the 
campuses will help to establish 
Essex, and the UK, as a global 
leader in this sector and will 
secure local and national econom¬ 
ic growth.” 


The County Hall spokesman 
described the first Essex science 
park as the latest step towards 
Essex 'rivalling America’s famous 
Silicon Valley'. 

The Harlow centre alone, on the 
25-acre Harlow Science Park, will 
create 500 jobs. The site will focus 
on high-technology businesses in 
the Life Science, ICT and 
Advanced Manufacturing sectors 
and provide more than 500,000 
square feet of space with the poten¬ 
tial to employ up to 3,000 people. 

Councillors and ministers 
announced last month that 
University of Essex was to lead a 
campaign to make the county a 
global centre for computer gaming. 


Professor Iain Martin, vice chan¬ 
cellor of Anglia Ruskin University 
said: “This is an extremely excit¬ 
ing project with the potential to 
help the county become a world 
leader in the medical technology 
sector. 

Essex business leaders in the 
technology and innovation sector 
have welcomed the county’s 
response to the government’s 
Industrial Strategy. 

David Burch, director of policy 
at Essex Chambers of Commerce, 
added: “We look forward to work¬ 
ing together - strengthening busi¬ 
ness and promoting innovation 
and opportunity in Essex.” 

The deal was announced as 


Essex published a special report in 
response to the government’s 
Industrial Strategy, which show¬ 
cases the county as a key invest¬ 
ment area for central Government 
to realise its ambitions. 

Anglia Ruskin University, sup¬ 
ported by Essex County Council, 
has a vision to establish three 
MedTech Campus Science Parks at 
Chelmsford, Harlow and Southend, 
of which the Harlow MedTech 
Innovation Centre is a part. 

These campuses aim to create 
one of the world’s largest health 
innovation hubs, attracting inter¬ 
national and national companies 
around the innovative medical 
technology sector.

Queensway regeneration 
project moves to next stage

SOUTHEND Council has confirmed that a plan to 
demolish its tower blocks and create 400 houses 
has moved to the next phase with the process of 
selecting a partner to deliver the project set to start. 

A report due to be considered at a meeting of 
Southend Council's cabinet on Tuesday sets out an 
update on the Better Queensway project. 

The project is a regeneration project on the 
Queensway estate - aimed at transforming part of 
the town centre. 

A number of recommendations are made in the 
report, which seeks approval to start the procure¬ 
ment process. 

The report focuses on agreeing the council’s 
expectations and ambitions for the project. 

These include a minimum of 441 affordable 
homes are included in the scheme, returning coun¬ 
cil tenants retaining the ‘right to buy’ clause and 
the inclusion for the principle of a community 
fund. 

A council spokesman confirmed the process to 
select a partner to deliver the project with the coun¬ 
cil will start in May, with a decision due by January 
2018. 

Cllr Ann Holland, deputy leader of the council, 
said: “I am pleased that this project is progressing 
so well. 

“It is the biggest and most ambitious and trans¬ 
formational regeneration project that the council 
has undertaken in recent memory and it vital that 
we follow due process and get this detailed work 
done before starting the procurement process.” 

The report also confirms the tower blocks will be 
demolished as part of the scheme. 

The council spokesman said initial demolition 
notices will be served at the same time as a resident 
offer handbook being distributed, that will make 
clear the options available to residents.

A preferred transport 
option has also been com¬ 
pleted which will allow 
new traffic movements in 
and out of Short Street, a 
reconfigured Southchurch 
Road and widened 
Chichester Road and a 
realigned one-way link 
between Southchurch 
Road and Sutton Road. 

Cabinet will also consid¬ 
er a borough-wide decant 
policy that will apply to 
the Better Queensway pro¬ 
ject, but also any other 
major regeneration pro¬ 
jects in the future. 

This sets out the home 
loss and disturbance pay¬ 
ments that residents will 
be eligible for. 

A local lettings policy 
has also been developed 
and was set to be consid¬ 
ered at the same meeting, 
which would allow people 
who want to move away 
from the Queensway 
estate the right to apply to 
be on the housing register 
if they are not already, and 
give additional priority to 
those already on the list to 
help them move. 

Cllr Holland added: “We 
are clear that residents will 
be offered new tenancies 
on the same terms and 
conditions as their current 
ones and will be offered 
assistance to move if they 
do not want to be part of 
the regenerated estate 
through a newly created 
local letting policy. 

“The report also clearly 
sets out what we want from 
the project and what we 
expect from any partner, to 
ensure that we deliver our 
aims and ambitions for the 
current residents of the 
Queensway estate, the 
council, and the borough 
as a whole.” 


Car fumes killed couple

TWO YOUNG people found 
dead inside a car in 
Chelmsford last year died of 
carbon monoxide poisoning, 
an inquest has determined. 

Thomas Putt, 20, of Wren 
Close in Leigh, and Nikki 
Willis, 23, of Fox Crescent, 
Chelmsford, were both found 
dead in Mr Putt’s Ford Fiesta 
in Fox Crescent on December 
5. 

Essex Police said tests were 
carried out on the car which 
“found modifications had 
been made”, which caused 
1,000 times more than the 
normal amount of carbon 


monoxide to fill up the car. 

Mr Putt worked as an engi¬ 
neer at Ford. 

Detective Inspector Rob 
Kirby said: A unique series of 
events came together which led 
to this tragic incident to taking 
place. 

“The combination of the 
modifications, the cold, still 
weather and the engine run¬ 
ning whilst the car was sta¬ 
tionary, all contributed to 
what happened that night. 

“When modified, vehicles 
can produce significant quan¬ 
tities of carbon monoxide. 
This car was found to emit 
levels 1,000 times higher than 
a factory standard identical 
vehicle. 


“There are inherent dangers 
in modifying vehicles. Even if 
you think you know what you 
are doing, this can still lead to 
unintended consequences. 

“If you have carried out 
modifications on your vehi¬ 
cle, I urge you to satisfy your¬ 
self that these modifications 
are legal, and more important¬ 
ly, safe, by consulting a quali¬ 
fied mechanic. 

“Essex Police along with 
Tom and Nikki’s families want 
to ensure a tragic event like 
this can never happen again. 
Please have your vehicle 
checked.” 

The inquest, held on 
Tuesday, March 21, ruled that 
the deaths were accidental.

A ward-winning comedian 
and actor Omid Djalili will be 
treating an audience at 
Cliffs Pavilion to his unique brand 
of humour. 

He will be at the Southend the¬ 
atre on April 8, on the last leg of a 
108-date tour, which kicked off in 
October last year and has been 
criss-crossing the UK ever since. 

It finishes at the Hammersmith 
Apollo in London on May 20. 

In this latest show, Schmuck For 
A Night, Omid tries to make sense 
of the world around him. 

“I like the word schmuck,” he 
said. “It means fool or buffoon. 
You have to be a schmuck to do 
comedy in today’s climate. 

‘Tm embracing the schmuck in 
me to take on the big issues of our 
day. Plus, it’s a word that ends 
with ‘uck’ which can only be a 
good thing.” 

Touching on Brexit, ISIS and 
Trump, Omid admits each show 
will be “so current sometimes 
audiences won’t laugh until they 
get home and turn on the TV”. 

While his dance moves may 
have been prominent on his past 
tours, Omid admits that he has 


become less frenetic. 

“I used to dance every two min¬ 
utes in between the stand-up.

“It was mentioned to me that 
when I danced audiences were 
laughing at me not with me. 

“So it was either stop dancing or 
ban my manager from the gigs.” 

While some may be disappoint¬ 
ed at the lack of dancing, they are 
delighted with his new tour, with 
reviews describing it as a “confi¬ 
dent, engaging, thoughtful show” 
and “hugely enjoyable”. 

As a stand-up and acclaimed 
actor, Omid’s credits range from 
Hollywood movies and television 
to live productions in the West 
End. He has appeared on UK and 
US TV, and starred in films such as 
Shaun the Sheep Movie, Mr Nice, 
Gladiator, Sex And The City 2, The 
Mummy and The Infidel. 

On TV Omid has been seen in 
the BBC Four series Going 
Forward with Jo Brand, as well as 
in Dickensian for BBC1 and Stan 
Lee’s Lucky Man for SKY1. 

He has executively produced the 
acclaimed documentary We Are 
Many, about the global anti-war 
demonstrations that took place in 
800 cities on February 15, 2003, 
to date the largest mobilisation of 


human beings in history. 

Last August, he produced 
Edinburgh Fringe show Iraq Out & 
Loud, which saw almost 1,500 
comedians and members of the 
public read the entire Chilcot 
Report for 24 hours a day, over 12 
days. 

This memorable production was 
awarded the Panel Prize at 
Edinburgh Comedy Awards, and 
later TV Bomb’s Zeitgeist Award. 

Omid might now be known to 
millions for his roles in Hollywood 
blockbusters and West End 
appearances, but he started his 
career in fringe theatre, moving on 
to the theatres of central and east¬ 
ern Europe in the early 1990s, and 
then the alternative comedy cir¬ 
cuit. Although he has swapped 
dingy pub rooms for big theatres, 
it is still on stage doing stand-up 
where he is at his best. 

Having been cast in Disney’s The 
Nutcracker, alongside Morgan 
Freeman and Keira Knightley, 
Omid is not daunted with the task 
of filming alongside the tour, then 
showing up at a theatre to do 
stand-up. 

“You’d think it’d be weird but it 
has never phased me,” he said. 

“Once in Barnet years ago I was 
late so didn’t change and came 



straight to the theatre from the set 
of The Mummy at Shepperton 
Studios and walked straight on 
stage in my film costume. 

“I went on stage in full 1930s 
Egyptian prison warden garb. I 
even heard a crowd member say, 
‘Well at least he’s making an 
effort’.” 


Away from stand-up, Omid has 
an impressive acting CV and has 
worked with the likes of Russell 
Crowe, Brad Pitt, Robert Redford, 
Johnny Depp, Mike Myers and 
Sarah Jessica Parker, but who has 
been most fun to work with? 

“That’s a tough one,” he says.

Southend enhance play-off chances as Wombles wilt at home

SOUTHEND United manager, 
Phil Brown, eelebrated four 
years in the Roots Hall hot seat 
as his side eontinued their 
assault on a Sky Bet League One 
play-off berth with a eomfortable 
2-0 vietory over AFC 
Wimbledon. 

With a top-six spot almost 
beyond the mid-table host’s, 
many believed they eould 
approaeh the Blues visit in a 
relaxed mood. Nevertheless, a 
braee of reeent elean sheets, 
whieh ineluded a notable 2-0 
sueeess over bitter rivals, MK 
Dons, suggested that Wimbledon 
would be more than a mateh for 
Phil Brown’s eharges. 

Blues arrived at Kingsmeadow 
having reeorded baek-to-baek 
vietories over Coventry City and 
Walsall and sitting in the final 
League One play-off plaees after 
Swindon Town had grabbed a 
late winner to deny Millwall the 
ehanee of leapfrogging the Roots 
Hall outfit into sixth plaee in the 
days early fixture. 

Early exehanges were some¬ 
what untidy. Tom Elliott nodded 
Andy Bareham’s eentre wide of 
the mark as the homes side ereat- 
ed the first elear-eut opportunity, 
while Wimbledon goalkeeper, 
James Shea, did well to turn 
aside Anthony Wordsworth’s low 
strike as the Blues responded. 

Bareham and Tom Soares were 
both wayward as Wimbledon 
eontinued to press. However, ten 
minutes before the break, Nile 
Ranger expertly tiptoed through 
the Wimbledon rearguard before 
planting an angled effort low 
beyond Shea to hand Southend 
the lead. 

The home side looked for an 
immediate response. Taylor was 
a whisker away from a telling 
eontaet with Soares pinpoint 
pass, while Jason Demetriou was 
thwarted by Shea as the sides 
exehanged opportunities as the 


half drew to its eonelusion. 

Elliott’s attempt drifted the 
wrong side of an upright, while 
Jake Reeves strike was defleeted 
behind as Wimbledon looked to 
restore parity immediately after 
the break. In between, Simon 
Cox wasn’t far away from dou¬ 
bling Southend’s advantage. 
Shea denying the one-time West 
Bromwieh Albion striker with a 
flying save low to his right. 

But just after the hour mark 
Cox responded the quiekest to 
some hesitant defending before 
fiereely lashing a right-footed 
strike past the helpless Shea for 
Southend’s seeond of the after¬ 
noon. 

Blues were now eomfortably in 
the aseendaney with both Cox and 
Ranger proving to be a eonstant 
threat to the despondent home 
side. Substitute, Theo Robinson, 
should have put the eontest out of 
reaeh, seuffing against the outside 
of a post after wriggling elear of a 
statie baekline. 

But there was to be no further 
addition to the seoring. This vie¬ 
tory left Blues in sixth plaee and 
looking good as the eampaign 
reaehes its final hurdles. 

Speaking after the mateh. 
Brown said: “You guys have 
been with me for four years and 
will know that my favourite 
seore is 1-0, but I'll take the 
elean sheet on my fourth 
anniversary. 

“It wasn’t going to be a elassie 
beeause of the state of play, the 
windy eonditions, the ball 
bouneing. It was quite a hard 
surfaee to get some football 
played on. We had to go baek 
more or less to the Coventry tae- 
tie, putting it into areas and 
putting the baek three on the 
baek foot.” 

On Ranger’s sensational open¬ 
ing goal. Brown added: “The 
first goal, that’s out of the top 
draw. It doesn't matter what divi¬ 
sion you are playing in, if you 
see something like that on a 
Saturday you realise how speeial 
the player is. He worked his 
soeks off for the team, Nile 
Ranger, he got his reward. So did 



Coxy (Simon Cox), he got his 
reward as well. We were so bit¬ 
terly disappointed that Theo’s 
(Theo Robinson) ehanee hit the 
post and gone wide beeause 
when he eame on, he worked his 
soeks off as well. 

“It's not just the strikers. The 
work rate of the midfield four 
was outstanding. Will Atkinson 
personified that in front of me in 
the seeond half Lenny (Ryan 
Leonard) was prieeless to the 
team. He’s a goal threat, but it 
was a diffieult surfaee for him, 
the same for Maeea (Stephen 
MeLaughlin). 

“The baek four are delighted to 
get a elean sheet, but I thought it 
was a team elean sheet today. 

“Things today seemed to go in 
the right direetion. As a fourth 
anniversary that’s a lovely pre¬ 
sent for me.” 

Meanwhile, Blues striker, 
Simon Cox, said: “We knew eom- 
ing here was going to be a tough 
game. A small piteh, they are big 
and strong. We had to eome here 
and do a professional job. 

“We knew we were going to 


have to defend really well today 
to eome away with toee points. I 
thought we defended really well, 
put out head in where it hurts, 
taekles. It wasn’t a day for play¬ 
ing niee football, it was a day for 
grit, determination and graft.
